I aleo worked for a time during this period ae a bookkeeper in a sales agency. j 

In June, I9bl, when the war between Qermaty and the USSR started, I returned to Kaunas.

It was thought at that time that the Oermans would recognise tbe HHIIHfnHmHH

Independence of Lithuania, and shortly before their arrive! various government ministries j 

were set up. At that time I returned to ay Job in the political department of i 

Sangu.no Dspartamentas, I was made a Departaient Inspector • This involved the super- 
vision of varying numbers of other agents. When the Germans arrived, they did not, ■

however, recognize the government ministries we had set up, and theee ministries were ^ 

reclassified as Fadyba (sraaLler administrative units), and the Germans placed their own 
men in all departments. I continued to work for the Security Police under the Oemans, 
who renounced the organization K rind na Lise he poiitzei. They retained, however, tbe same 
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general organization, i.e,, the two sections, political and criminal. I was made 



Personnel Director of the political section. This section dealt only with anti- 
communist activities. There was a similar personnel directorship for the cri- 
minal section. 

c. When w saw the true nature of the German occupation, it was decided 
that sons sort of anti-German organization should be formed, For this reason 1 was 
one of the organizers of Lietuvos La laves Kovotoju Bajunga (Lithuanian Freedom 
Fighter Association.) I do not know how mary people actually belonged to this 
organization, since we operated on a three- or four-nan cell baa is. We printed a 
newspaper and maintained radio contact with British Intelligence. In addition, we 
pLaoed agents in other countries with when we also kept in touch by radio. One of 
these was Dr. Alglrdae Toldetaltls , a Professor of Physical Education, whoa we placed 
in Sweden. My organization was only one of several. The leaders of these organi- 
zations formed a sort of central advisory connlttee to coordinate the operations 
of the member orpnlzatlona . Since it was felt that thw work of the SriaAiallscbe 
Polite* 41 was adequate for anti-Coeenunlst operations, the various anti- underground 
organizations formed were only anti-German. 

d. Eventually the Germane discovered our operations, and in May, l?Ur, I was 
arrested, together with mary of my friends, among whom were all nine members of the 
oerrtral coeralttee referred to above. About 27 of us were brought to Geraary and 
charged with high tresson. We were kept in various prisons in Germany until April, 
19US, when we were liberated by the OS Army. Following liberation, the nine-man 
committee referred to above formed the organization now known as VLULAS ( 7y remise 
Lietuvos Islaisviniao Koaltetaa) in WUrsburg. AlthWJgb not a amber of this com- 



mittee, I was one of its assistants. For a while, following liberation, I was unern- 



plcgred, but in December, 191*5, I vas made Chief of the Supply Department, Centrml 
Food Warehouse, UNRRA, in Augsburg. When DNRRA vas replaced by IRO in I9l*7, I 
continued on in the same position under a different title and remained in the mpLay 
of IRO until I became ill in L9 1*8. At that time I entered the DO «*»t in Augsburg, 
where, following ny recovery, I was elected chairman of the Lithuanian C await tee, 
which position I held until I arrived in the US in March, I9i*9. I am presently em- 
ployed as a spinner in the Dond.no Sugar Refinery Company, Boston, Massachusetts. 



2. Following his Liberation and until his departure for the OS Zlckua worked from 
time to time for CJE, OS Amy. Hla first contact was tlth 2nd Lt. Anthony Valvede 
CIC, 3rd Amy in Wursburg and let Lt. Gerald if. Ciimiaer in Mermlngen. * >rlc 

did for CIC Involved setting up a network of informants In the DP camps to spot 
either Soviet agents or Communist DP's. Of interest is the fact that in September,

3. Although we of course cannot vouch for its authenticity, Zlckue appears to have 

extensive knowledge of current Lithuanian political activity, the major portion of 

our Interview with him was devoted to this subject. His comment* followi 

a. When VIIXAS was first formed in May, L?i*5, it consisted as I have aald of nine 

men.

An attempt ni made to aet up aoae system of liaison between 7LIKAS, 
then In Wunburg later In Reutllngen, and whatever part ia an activity we* being carried on 
in Lithuania. For this purpose Jonas Dekanla, formerly a member of ny organisation 
Liebuvoe Lalavec Kovotoju Saljunga, and fifcitjea sra Bruniua returned to Lithuania some time 
during 191*5. Bruniua remained in Lithuania and Deksnio came back to Oermar y in about 
June, 191*6, and eta ted that a partisan group known as .LIKAS had been aet up in Lithuania. 
The only difference in the mass of this organisation and 7LUA5 ia the third Letter "A" 
which stands for Atvadavloo. There was considerable doubt about this in the minda of the 
VLKAS people. Dekanla, although a very intelligent and able man, appeared to us to 
wish to be the boss of the entire operation, and it was thought that he merely made 
VLAKAS up to further his own ambitions. When Dekanla returned from his first trip to 
Li thus nla in 191*6, he brought with him Jurgla Vslluli*. Valiulla bad been seised by the 
Soviets when they occupied Berlin and had been sent to Minsk, where he wae thoroughly 
Interrogated. Eventauily he was returned to Kaunas, where he was again arrested by the 
MOT) and released only after agreeing to work for the MOT). This, needless to say, be did 
not do. Dekanla returned to Lithuania in about the middle of 191*6 with Vytautas Stane- 
violue (his nee is now Stancika). They later came back to the British Zone via Sweden 
with Stancika l s wife. Dekania reported in L9l*S or 19l*9 that Bruniua had been arrested 
by the MOT) and sent to Siberia, it ia not generally believed, however, that this is true. 
Bruniua was a steehg supporter of VLHA S, vhoreas Dekania was not, and Dekanla may merely 
have said this in order to strengthen his claim for domination or the partisan activity. 

b. Following this trip It apparently became considerably more difficult to get in and 
out of Lithuania. Finally, in the winter of L9l*7-l?l*fl, the partisans in Lithuania were 
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able to send out two young men. Apparently several others tried, but were tilled. 

One of the two men came to Reutlingen via Sweden rather than the ueual route through 
Poland and the Britieh Zone. The other remained in Sweden. The one who came to Reut- 
l ingen talked with 71 HAS about future plana for partisan activity and returned shortly 
thereafter. He reported that 7UUCAS had done sane work in the past but had later 
ceased to function. He also said that the partisans were in agreement with VLIKAS and 
would accept their supervision. During his stay in Germany this man, under the pen name 
of J. DUHANTAS, wrote a book entitled Pafrtlsanal Pa acalnea Ozcaocoa (Partisans 
Behind the Iron Curtain), which was later published in the US by Leltuvos Khygoe Klubas 
(Lithuanian Book Club), 233i 1 South Oakley Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. 

c. Oaksnls about this time returned to Sweden. He had been attempting to start another 
organization called BDPS (Bandrea Demolcratinlo Puelprlealnljso Sajudla) but without auoh 
success. 

d. One of Deksnis' cloeeat associates la Professor (of Justice) Stasys Zakevlciua (who 
la now known as ZJmantaa) located In London. I received a letter from Zakevlolua about 
the first week in Kay, 1951, In which be stated that Deksnis had again returned to Lith- 
uania. Ho also stated that he and Deksnis were trying to start still another organisation. 
This organisation, whose name I cannot remember, according to Zakevlolua has the support 
of the Chief Minister of the Lithuanian Government in Exile, Stasys Lozoraltis. It 
should be noted that Lozoraltis and VLIKAS do not aLways see eye to eye. The reason for 
this is that Lozoraltis is a member of the political party Tautinlnku Sajunga And hla 

opinions reflect the attitudes of this party. VLIKAS on the other hand represents all 

parties. 

e. Zaksviciue is apparently receiving information from Deksnis via Vichey and Stockholm. 



I recall that be mentioned on one occasion that while he was In Stockholm he was inter- 
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It Is nr belief that British Intelligence has contact with Zakeviciua. I also believe 
that sene OS Intelligence organization was in touch with Delcsnis on at least one occasion 
in the past when he was in Stockholm.

3. X hare recently recelred a Letter dated 15 January 1952 from stasys Zake- 
riolua (present aline Staaye Zyaantar), who is the head of Lieturoe Res late nij as San- 
ta ire, a Lithuanian resistance group operating out of the . This letter is a cos* 

asntary on the disunity of the rarlous Lithuanian political partlea. Zakerloius aas for- 
merly a Member of Lieturoa Laisnree Kovotuju Sajungm (LUCS, No. 9 shore), which Is, not, 
strictly speaking, a political party at all, but is s resistance group organised during 
the Oensan occupation of Lithuania. In the above List of the parties of TLXKAS the first 
fire parties Listed are the so-called Right Wing parties, the remaining fare are Left 
Wing In the sense that the British Lshor party Is Left Wing. These two factions are con- 
stantly at war with eaoh other orsr the leadership of VLIKAS Itself and indirectly of all 
Lithuanian expatriates. The indirldusl parties rary considerably as far as nuaber of 
•sabers and influence are concerned. An additional a cop Lies t ion in the picture is the 
poeltlon ocoupled by the Lithuanian Diplomatic Corps, which also c Laima to be the control- 
ling power in Lithuanian politic#. The Senior Lithuanian Diplomatic Representative la 
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Lozoraitis In Rome, Zakevicius In the U.K. t» at present attempting to enlist the assis- 
tance of the Left Vtng 7LHCAS members in Germany to estobllch Lozoraitis in a position of 
dominance over the Right Wing VIKAS. To do this, he 1s particularly trying to influence 
Lieturoa La levee Kovotuju Sajunga, his former party and has in fact asked me to write 
to Mlgllnas urging him to cooperate. He is apparently attempting to combine Tjyfi and LRS, 
his group in the UK, into one party. 

U. In hie most recent letter, Zakevicius is extremely bitter et the stand taken 
by the Right Wing members. He is particularly critical of tbs activities of Llstorlu 
Frontaa and especially Its leader Braaaltla who, he says, is sabotaging the work of IRS. 

Hs does not say what particular fora this sabotage takes, but be may mean that Braxaltls 
is disclosing some of its more clandestine operations. 

5. In connection with this Utter point, in a Utter I received about two months 
age, Zakevlclus hinted that one of his agents Jonas Deksnis has returned to Lithuania. 

I hare described some crt tbs work of this man previously (Case 6663). I believe that 
Deksnis followed a route from the British zone in Oematgr through Poland and the Ukraine 
to LitbuanU, since thU was the route used at the time I was being considered for such a 
trip in about 19U6. 

6. The current state of Lithuanian politics U certainly a deplorable one. 1 
know both Zaksvicius and Krupavioiua very well and they are Intelligent, competent men. 

It is unfortunate, however, that they both seem to place more emphasis on their own 
personal interests or those of their respective political group# than they do on the 
interests of the country as a whole. It is also unfortunate, but true, that inter-party 
political bickering has gone on in Lithuanian politics for a long time even at the cost of 
the country's welfare. During the Qerman occupation, for example, when I was Chief of 
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the political section of the Lithuanian Security Police, I was fortunately able to inter- 
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cept a mx rtxsr of reports aade bo the Qestepo by one underground group dtecloelng the 
activities of another. The present political picture la further o explicated by the fact 
r that In the KS. , Lithuanians belonging to the various parties represented la KLZXAS do 
not necessarily agree with the heads of their parties at VLSIS In Oeraaxgr. 
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
